At Mor=c’s Exchunge rooma laat evening, Mr,
George Francis Train doelivered o lecture on the
Pactfic Ralltoad, and on the territory west of
the Mississipp, to a large audience composed jof
many mombers of tha Loard of Trade, and
fluentinl merchants of this eity, The fellowing
{8 an abstroct of his remarks :—

He was not here to talk fun, And the ocon
slon ol his coming here reminded him of filtecn
or twenty years ago, when he was striotly a
buslness man. 1t wis only when he left home,
and saw somethine of 1, and learned some
things, wrole some books, became wn orstor
and lifterateur, that they ~eemed to forget thay ho
bud started tivel o8 & basiness man, Bt be had
po ldea that n knowledge of the world tended to
deétroy & man's busimess capnotty. It 18 time
we konow something of this Westorn coantry,
The men on the seashore are bent up donbie,
They knew nothing of this Western world, Many
o1 them have pever beon in Obhlcago, sod how
miany of those m Chicago come withimn 100 miles
of Omaho ! There I8 but a confused 1dea ot the
Paoite Railroad prevalent in the conntry, Pew
knew swhere that rallroad is located,

The policy of this countey for HiLy vears was
1o keep everything on the seashiore, ouarfecn

Stutes were for half a century surrounded by a
wall of tomabswks, The Indian lands were
such as could pot be penetrated, It was the

policy of the North snd Scuth to Keep those
tomakawks there so that you could not go there,
All the legislation of the country tended to the
penetit of these Statos.  Dut Aoally Ohio worked
westward, then Michigan stepped wesbward, and
about filteen yemwrs ago there was a column oi
youne men ol intelleet who moved westward,
despite the ligher wages oflered in Eastern
citree, nudeamwe to Chlesge, It contadons to-diny
600 men df more Intellsd and brams, mon who
would know better whoat to do I & snin  were
wreeked or an earthgnake saddenly heaved
and pioke under them, than any other 600
men ot any ¢ty excent Sun Pvanclsco. Yol
thege men in Uliesgo don't konow wherve o
locate the Omwashin or the Pacille Rallroad,
What he proposed o show was, that these
moen these ploneers of the Kast, broke throuch
this barvier ol ludinos and drove them back.
This column of voung men iz moving westward
and are going 1o make Omalia another Chicaeo.
Now they are neross the Missourl and the Mis
gouri tribes are being pushed up towards Da-
catnh. This has only huppened recently., The
legislation of thé enlire coungry  was
for the Fust, Nothinr was brought to bear in
the intercats of the West, On lonkioe at the map
ol the world, he hud dizeoyvered that on a little
gpot only six hundred nules wide all the elviliza-
ton ol the world was loeated. This narrow belt
of land containy H00,000,000 of white people. The
mwixed ruces and dutleer races were nortn and
south ot this belt, It contumed the Indian em-
pire, the Cbinese empire, the Homuan emwmpire;
and along the sume belt there wad the French,
English, nud Awerican cupires. On that little
belt were all the citics ol importance—Nunkin,
Pekin, Canton, Bombay, Oaleutta; then Car-
thaee, Rome, and Greece; tden you come to
Berlin, Vienna, Paris, and London, and then you
cross the ocenn. Columbus hus received credit
tor what he did not deserve,  He started or Olvinag,
and strock an lsland 4000 miles across,, He start-
ed for a new ropd to Ching, put he eqne here and
found it pot, On this bell crossing the vecean
you have—what! Iere 15 Boston, New York,
Philndelphin aod Baltimore, Pittsbure and But-
falo, Cinginnatt and Chicago: then rieht on the
lire St. Louis and Davenport, Leavenworth and
Omuabg, and another step onward Utah and San
Francisco, This belt sucrounds the world, Civi-
slization 1w on that live,

Now we have just discovered n new country,
dvery 2000 venrs there i some grent idea thut

springs into existence. Foor thousand years
ugo the Pyramids were built. Two thousand
years later the Catacombd and Pompey's Piaar
were erceied, and two theusand years alter we
tound thst while Loais Napoleon 18 entting his
way through Eeypt on his way to Asla, we were
now cutting our way over the Kocky Mountains
to Asia, and we shall get there lirst, We got
our ideasirown the East, The sun moves with
its splendors from the Fust to the West; the
gtars come over in their plunctary system ]'rom
the Eust to the West; aud Christianity came
away irom the Enst onward towards the Wesy;
the magical leiters and figures are from the East.
But It came from the Fest by aceident, It
ghould huave come from the West, Why didn't
they came Irom the Paciiic to us? Bimply, out
ol the poliey of England. The policy of England
hin- ruled this country up to the time of the lat
war, leruled America. The American Revolu-
tion wias o dend tailure. Commercinlly and
financlally we have been ruled ever since,
until they put an end to that. That policy
bound in the thirteen States, and made the
world behieve we had @ great inlaud desert,
Only the other day we discovered that we had
not an inland desert, Every two thousand years
w preat ides sprivgs up, and vow it is the Pacitic
Ralroad,

Mr. Train then went on to speak of the progress
ol the Pacitic Ratirond. He sald tLat there
were already 40 mileg of the Pacific Railroad
open; that by the 18t of Febroary 20 miles more
will be completed; in January next 100 miles;
at the end o1 two years 200 miles; at the end ot
five years It will be open, and meet the line
comirg this way, In thet time he expected to
see Chicago gentiemen going over the line,

He then spoke of the distances from one point
o another. It was 243 miles on the Chicugo
and Northwestern Railrond to Boonesboro; 140
moiles irom Boonesboro by stage to Omaha, To
pass berween these iwo places it now oceupies
trom thirtydive 1o sixty hours, It wag proposesd
to pay thirty thousand dollars for o gew line of
stages between these two points, by which peo-

le could travel the distance In sixteen hours.
his would wake it thirty-five hours from Chi-
cago to Omaba, and in June next three hours
more to Columbus, & distance of 100 miles on
the Pacifie Ruilrumi. muking forty hours from
Chicaro to Columbus, a distanes of about 500
miles; adding to this thirty-six hours to come
from New York to this eity. and it would make
seventy-#ix hours from New York to Columbus,
EOn this line of the Pacific Hailroad it was
proposed to bmld cottages at stations at dis-
tances of loryy miles upart, To pass to the
teriminns of this rocd o California it will then
be necessary for emigrants and traflic from
Burope to pass throush New York, Buffalo,
Chicago, Omaha, Denver City, Uwmb Territory,
and California.

Men who had been interested 1 the planning
of rallroads to the Pacide had not intended that
Chicago should reap any advantage (rom them.
It was thelr intention to benetit 3t Louls alone.
I Chieszo reaved any advantaze from them i
was to be through 8. Louls, Had it not been
for theefforts o1 a few devated, enrnest men, their
designs would have been carried out, and the
Pacifie would never have had anv oonnection
with Chicogo, The great Sintes of New York,
Penneylvania, Indinng, Olilo, [linols, Missourd,
and Oolorado hud been bsndaet together to pAyY
out Gtiengo, and It wasabout sime for the propls
of this oaty ¢ bewin to understeld this question
of the Pucigie Rullrond, The mnun who lil.’iﬂ!l’\'l‘*
the preatest eredit jor his enorts against this
combnstion, and in 1avor ol Clhilcago, was T. C,
Dunn, and as the rosult of tho.¢ etforts, in five
yewrs irom tols bme the people of Chicago conld
go all the way 10 Ban Franeisco by rarlroad. An
orzunlzetion agreamient hud bean formed bet woen
Kaneos Oy and Omsha to cause the trafie to
pass tirough 8t Louls to those plices, How
was Chicago lo prevent thia? The way to pres
vent this was by making adireot communication
from this place throush lows, This was 1o be
done by the opening of the Jedar Rupyds Rall-
road, commencing it with the Chleago and
Northwestorn Kallroad, When viewsd 8 an in-
stroment {or this purpuse, the Chicago and North-

workern Reilroad deserved pralse, althoueh |t
hed roused the opposmion of the larmers and

merchanis of the West. by ity excessive fre‘ght
tarile,

The speaker then referred more in detnll to the

lan ol organizug a swiltt line or stages from
Jjoonnsboro to Unba, and chamoererized the
line which at present rans detwesn those poiats
as one 10 poorly inanaged that it #ould not be
toldrated in anv other part of the world. He
wanted £16,000 for thin line, and 310,000 of that
irom Chicago merchanta and capitalists, each to
pay $250. A ench man paid that sum i€ would
require only lorty men to raize the 519,000
this cite, Lie did now want ono man L pay mose
tben $260 ench, for he wished all to tike an
interest, and heve something st stake in thot
gtnse line, tor thie he would be sure to socooed,
The lecturer s he wonid pay $6000 himsell
townrds it i no ope elwe would; but, i posgible,
he wished to scc o ners do i, The peoples must
look niter this tiong 1or thelr own interest, The
spenker then glu«d ot was the intentlon of
Colonel Brown to s<tart & subseription for this
purpose to-tay.

It was e tatention of the Chicago And North-
wertern Homd to push thewr hnes through as
rapidly an possible : -

ir. Walker, chinirman of the meeting, here
sald that tne people of Coleago underestimuted
the importance of Mmnesota, umd there wiad i
obanes, if the merchants of this city did not 100k
ufter thelr intercets mora olosely, of losing tno
entipe trado of thi lnrge state.  That portion ol
that Btate which bordered upon the Mssissippl
it would at any rite be impossible to retain the
trade of; but the trade ol those sections wheh
were pot within s convenlent aistauce of that
river might atill ve saved to Chicago it proper
eforte were made for that purpose, The sume
thing might plso be suid with relution 1o Colo-

rmdo, Those two States hod two nnd o halt thines
the territory ol sl New England, nnd ot wa
therefore Tmportant that Ohiengo ehould uie

eviry offort to suve to nsell’ the trade of that
territory.

Yr, Traln then conthiued speaking of the
in mense frelehi business that was already esty-
bl sheed on the e of the route of the Pacitic
I dlrond, and stuted that i Kansas City, 8t
Jureph; Nebraska Cliy, Omaha, sud the other
towus 0of tnat scoton of the couniey woere con-
sidored in a cplowiation of the nmount of frexht
thot was carvied to and 1ro, it would amount to
po less than 100,000,000 of pounds per apntm
that would pass Letween the Muyssiesippi river
and the conptry weste  This would be cnough to
keep one line of vead running two traime of
thirty curs each, tuily loaaed with frenght tor the
West, twioe & ae, all the year round, There
wonld, he doubted not, be enough froight to
cnrry to support wo lines of rallroad, within g
Very few yuounrs,

The speaker then degeribed the vast resources
of the country throvgh which the Paotic Raill-
rond widl pass, apd spoke of the salt regions
which were jound in this section of the country,
saying that instend of, as was now the cise, lm-
porsng #alt from Englond, we should, when
this road wns completed, be able to export salt
to England, He then referrad to the agncul
tural regources wud eapabihtics of the lands bor:
dering the route «f the Paofic Rubrond, aed
suid l‘h'l.t in the Platte valley lortynine bushels
ol wheat had beea mised to the nere.  There
was 1o richer L upon the ‘ace of the glube
than this, It was one dead level ol the tinest
pgricultural end pastural iand that could be
tound in the countey. It was aot true, as had
been asserted, thint this rect.on of country was
destitute of timber and fvel.  Blook waluut
could be found 1 any quanoty, noa the best
quality ol conl also, thouzh not o be found 1n
that region itecli, could be got at a shorter dis.
tance than New % ork and sovergl of the large
cities ol the enst hind to go there for theirs,

He then sisted that the Pocifie Railroad Come-
pany owned everv alternate section of lund on
the line of their proposed route, and that land
the section borcering the line could be pur-
chused lor $2°00 por uere,

The speaker coucluded his address with o de-
F!'I'I?“{HI ol Omahp, dod the lortiines that enter-
prising yonng mwen conld make there, and ex-
plained the working ot u bmlding association
which had been tormed for the purpose of in-
crensing the aweilings of thuat city, and stated
the capital laid out in bubding cotlages would
refurn 4 protit of forty-eicht per cent. on the
invertment,

At tha conclusion of Mr. Train's nddress the
meeting adjournesl.

*I'hie oratorio has pot heen neglocted, and the
Neaaman ol Mr. Costa, the Job ot Dr. Ghipp, the
Gidecn of Dr. Stainer, testity to the industry ot
our composers, ana the appetite of the publio
for works ol this high claes of composition,
There appears to be a deterinluation to depart
from the forms hitherto considered pecular to
this school of composifion, and to take to puy
and every furm of meloay and modulution; bl
the exchange of modern and famibar thoughts
and fleures tending to the banishment of the
reflective and calenlated harmonies of the old
musters is not progress, and certainly no lusting,
it noyel, phase o the iuterpertation ol an ora-
torio. The only Buglish oratorio of this ¢entury
of any mark 18 thas by Dr. Crotel, and althonzh
ol o strange and hybrid character, tukes its
plice as a classie by veason of the power dis-
plaved in itg peculing ovddities, its perverse
anomalies, nod ita defiant integrity. There is
no Englisman living that can write a Croteh
chiorus,”

—Professor Wylde, in his lnat Gresham lec
ture on “Musieal taste,” thus eriticizes Meyer-
beer—probably on the prineiple that “a cat moy
look ot A Kiny:"—

HNearly all of Megerbeer's mnsic is suzgestive

of igens which fail in actual musical representn-
tion, and, therelore, he presents us with a species
of composition only capable of sstislying the
judgmwent through the exercise of the imacina-
tion, Admitting that judgment requives cor-
rect fovm, order, and desgn, in musical com-
porition, Meyerbeer's music cannot fully satisty
the eritie. lu its appeal to the action ot the
‘internal sense, which reguires an idea o ob-
viously represented in the musie that it matters
not whether the listener be instrocted in the
scienca or not, Meyerbeer's music proves un-
silisinetory; but whin we admit that judgment
may pronounce a verdict in tavor of that which
the mnagination tills up, and to a mind capuble
of apprecisting an ideg, which the music even
impertectly  guggests, those ecompoesitions of
Meyerbeer become cminently cnloulated (o
lerse; und whilst they but hall satisiy the
nogment, except us sugeestions for 1eus to the
mind, they ure well adapted to find favor with
the enligt and Ilmu:'.n;n‘ve musical taste,”

—The system of boy choirs, which is becoming
£0 popular here, is thus sativieully discussed by
one ol the London weeklies;—

“In certuin cases, we may take surpliced
choricters to represent an integeal und import-
ant portion of @ system of Hizh Church milli-
dery and tuiloring that has its charms for some
wethetie tastes, and Tor those to whom it 154
deticious =enszation to tremble in the balance
between Englund and Kome, and to 4pe, as near
a8 possible, the gorgeous und sensucus ceremo-
nial of the latter, withoul renouneing the simple
liturgical worship of the tormer. . .

“Now, to vestinents and other ecclesinstionl
frippery appertain the advantege that they are
insensate thiugs, though productive of u taste
for the sensuous; they can be kept m their place,
aud, with monolonous regularity, mude to as-
sume a deeent external garb.  But singing boys
are but lads after all; and, although in Mrs,
Wood's novels they may be represented as prodi-
gies of virtue and exemplars of good conduet,
vet, 1o reality, we know thut they will oftea
wugh when they ought to be serious, rnd will
chatter when they should be intoning., The
chorister, In short, 18 one whose ill-behavior
must be winked at for the sake ol his angelic
\'r}i{';~5_ 50 that oltentimes he8 vorx ¢f praterca
nilal. -

the Rock, and 1s written by Mr, R, Reece,

“Promethens, one of the Titans, incensed at
the usurpation of Baturn’s dominions by Jove,
has devised a plan of revellion by modelling
from clav the human race, but fafls in the chiel
object—the @mving vitality to his models.  Jave,
sucpecting his design, sends Mercury and Apollo
to digcover the secret; and Promeiheus, taking
advantage of their visit, thrusts a stail’ into the
wheels of the Sun chariot, and enlightens his
clay jolks, whose sudden vivifleation and progress
greatly incense the gods, who rush en masse to
Jove Jor retribution. Jove accordingly selzes
Prometheus, and after chaiming bim to a crag ot
Caucasus, causes Vulean to tabricate s model
womaun, named suggestively Pandors, whom he
tends to Prometheus for a wife, together with a
closed box for a dowry. This box, which
contsins all the ills of man, {8 incautionsly
n{:('m'd (according tu Mr, Keece's barlesgue
alteratiyn) by Outig, the mother of Prometheus,
and the thousand woes now infllcted on man
become the means of Jove's revenge. Hope
however, lingers at the bottom of the box, an
on her intercession Prometheus is released on
paroie. The principal charncters were well
sustained by Miss Maitland ( Anollo), Miss Banks
(Mercury ), Miss Reeves (Prometheut), und Miss
Burton (Venusi,"
